About a year or so ago, Boston's Institute of 
Contemporary Art (ICA) hosted an extraordi- 
nary public event that drew 800 Bostonians to 
view and comment on a variety of architects’ 
proposals for the new ICA being planned for 
Boston's Fan Pier. 


The excitement about that public event has been 
sustained during the past year as the ICA select- 
ed New York architects Diller + Scofidio to 
design the new institution. The design process 
continues and the architect's final design is being 
made public by the ICA this month. 


On September 25 ICA director Jill Medvedow 
inaugurates this season's BSA Lecture Series at 
the Boston Public Library by guiding us through 
the extraordinary public process that led to the 
selection of Diller + Scofidio (whose design for 
the Blur Building for the 2002 Swiss Expo in 
Switzerland is pictured above). 


Medvedow will explore the thrill and challenges 
of the architect-selection process and the inter- 
disciplinary appeal of Diller + Scofidio’s work 


while she illustrates the process of imagining a 
21st-century contemporary art museum for 
Boston. 


Medvedow’s presentation begins at 6:00 pm on 
September 25 in the BPL’s Rabb Lecture Hall in 
Copley Square. There is no charge and all

Fire marshal addresses codes 
issues at BSA 


Architects might keep a copy of 527 CMR, the “regu- 
lations” or “fire code” issued by the Board of Fire 
Prevention, somewhere on our shelves for consultation 
when specifying furniture or determining licensing 
regulations for fuel storage...but few of use under- 
stand the scope or intent of this document. 


As the Board of Fire Prevention prepares to adopt a 
new “Fire Code” (NFPA-1 with local amendments), 
this is an opportune time for all of us to learn more 
about this significant regulation. Timothee Rodrique, 
the Division Director of the Office of the State Fire 
Marshal, comes to the BSA Codes Committee meet- 
ing on September 18 at 8:30 am at the BSA to dis- 
cuss the future of the state fire-prevention code. 


It appears that the new code will be in effect as of 
January 2004, which is also the projected date for the 
adoption of the new 7th edition of the State Building 
Code.

“Most beautiful” buildings on 
exhibit at the BSA 


Since 1923, the BSA and the City of Boston have 
been administering the Harleston Parker Medal pro- 
gram annually to recognize, in the words of the origi- 
nal bequest that established the program, “the most 
beautiful” building or structure built in the 
Metropolitan District Commission area. To be eligible 
each year, nominated buildings or structures must 
have been completed within the prior 10 years. 


The most recent recipient was the restoration and 
renovation of the Boston Public Library by Shepley 
Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott; in early June the 
BSA and the City of Boston hosted a public recep- 
tion at the BPL to present this year’s award. In addi- 
tion, the BSA developed an exhibit of Medal-recipi- 
ents dating to the beginning of the program. This 
extraordinary exhibit remained at the BPL through- 
out June and has been moved to The Architects 
Building this month. 


The exhibit opens on September 9 and runs 
through November 8. The exhibit boards were 
assembled by the project architects and this exhibit 
includes over three dozen Medal-winners ranging 
from Coolidge and Shattuck’s Boston Lying Hospital 
(the first recipient in 1923) to an extraordinary 


range of superb projects by dozens of Boston's finest 
design firms. 


The exhibit gallery in The Architects Building is open 
on weekdays and all are welcome, there is no charge.

Eat...and breathe deeply 


This is an invitation to lunch...and to a better under- 
standing of indoor air quality. 


On September 9, Rosalind Anderson Ph.D, comes to 
the BSA to help us understand why chemical meas- 
urements of air quality are difficult to interpret 
“TVOC?” is not correlated with building air quality, 
poorly regulated temperature does not cause the typi- 
cal air quality complaint, and radon effects will not 
show up for another 20 years. Under these circum- 
stances, asking a direct questions seems to work very 
well: Is this building air toxic? The methods are stan- 
dardized, straightforward, repeatedly published and 
they work. Anderson discusses how they work and 
what mice can teach us. 


On October 7 State University of New York at 
Albany research scientist Michele Sprengnether Ph.D. 
is our lunchtime guest as we explore chemical reac- 
tions between ozone (primarily exterior sources 
although also from photocopiers and printers) and 
hydrocarbons (interior sources) that cause indoor air 
quality problems. These reactions have serious impli- 
cations for the interplay between HVAC systems and 
the hydrocarbon emissions from materials within a 


building. Springnether describes ways in which we can 
reduce these problems. 


Both of these lunchtime meetings begin at noon at 
the BSA and all readers are invited to join us.

We are not a diverse group 


The number of women entering architecture schools 
is declining. Men outnumber women in the AIA 
eight to one. The number of African-American 
architects hasn't increased notably in 20 years. Only 
slightly more than 20% of AIA members are under 
the age of 40. Statistics on Hispanics in the profes- 
sion do not exist. We also know that diversity is 
good for business, creates dynamic and thriving 
communities and promotes harmony and under- 
standing. We must do better. 


The BSA's Young Professionals Advisory Council 
(YPAC) and Women in Design Network (WID) are 
co-sponsoring a diversity roundtable on September

New faculty/student travel and 
research funds offered 


The trustees of the Rotch Travelling Scholarship, the 
annual design competition administered by the BSA, 
have announced the creation of the Rotch Travelling 
Studio, a new effort designed to augment the architec- 
tural education of students at accredited schools of 
architecture. 


The historic purposes of the Rotch Travelling 
Scholarship have been served for 115 years through 
the annual two-stage competition for young practi- 
tioners administered by the BSA. In recent years, both 
a winner and a second-place competitor have received 
stipends of $35,000 and $15,000, respectively, for 
research in foreign countries. (Details on the scholar- 
ship and the next application deadline can be found at 
www.rotchscholarship.org.) 


Expanding the original vision of the Scholarship, the 
Rotch trustees are now inviting proposals from archi- 
tecture school faculty members to support student 
research in a studio format in a foreign country; the 
program will be directed and led by the faculty mem- 
ber applying for the funds. 


Proposals must articulate clearly how the research 
project will enhance the students’ educational experi- 


ence.The stipend may be up to $20,000 and will be 
paid directly to the applicant's school for disburse- 
ment to studio participants. 


Proposals will be examined by a jury selected by the 
Rotch trustees and the funded studio is to be con- 
ducted between January 2003 and the end of the cur- 
rent school year.

Acoustics are spiritual 


Mark Twain once said of Montreal that he had never 
before been in a city where you couldn't throw a brick 
without breaking a church window. This summer, 
members of the Interfaith Forum on Religion, Art 
and Architecture (IFRAA) were able to experience the 
beauty and majesty of Montreal's glorious churches 
during a conference entitled "Acoustics in the 
Worship Environment, Designing for a Spiritual 
Experience”. 


IFRAA is a Professional Interest Area (PIA) of the AIA 
whose members share an interest in the design of reli- 

gious facilities in a broad array of traditions. The con- 
ference provided a wonderful opportunity for design- 

ers across North America to gather and exchange ideas 
relating to religion, art and architecture. 


During the two-day conference, the group studied the 
myriad aspects of acoustical design highlighted by vis- 
its to several of Montreal's chapels, churches and basil- 
icas. An appreciation for the fine detail of traditional 
craftsmanship was gained during a tour of Casavant 
Freres, one of the oldest pipe-organ manufacturers in 
North America. 


During his keynote address, Dick Vosko, a leading 
liturgical design consultant, examined some of the 
current complexities in the design of sacred space. For 
architects, designers, and artists involved in designing 
and redesigning places of worship, much of the cur- 
rent discussion relates to a broader, contemporary the- 
ological and ecclesiological rethinking of the assump- 
tions of where we believe God is. So much of our reli- 
gious architectural tradition is based on the hierarchi- 
cal model of a separation of the sacred and the pro- 
fane. Just as we are finding that many people no 
longer relate to the tenets of traditional mainline reli- 
gion, we are also finding that the architecture that was 
inspired by those tenets no longer works in light of 
newer ideas of who we are and how we worship. As 
designers, we are called to create spaces that celebrate 
the human experiences of life. In designing places of 
worship, we are challenged to incorporate the evolving 
ideas of a more central, inclusive, and participatory 
worship experience within the rich heritage of reli- 
gious architecture.

Our “dialogue” question this month, therefore 
is: What can be done to encourage a shift in values 
toward a better understanding and appreciation of 
design, particularly architectural and urban design, 
in our society?

BCDC wants to hear from you 


The Boston Civic Design Commission, which reviews 
major development proposals in Boston, regularly 
holds its public meetings on the first Tuesday of each 
month. All meetings are at 5:15 pm in the Kane 
Simonian Room (the BRA Board Room) on the 9th 
floor of Boston City Hall; meetings are open to the 
public. Take a seat...and a stand. 
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Residents of Boston look 
beyond the Big Dig 


In late April and May the BSA, The 
Boston Foundation, and the BRA 
convened two highly successful public 
forums to discuss the future of the 
open space over the "Big Dig". These 
community conversations were part of 
a larger program called "Beyond the Big Dig" (organ- 
ized by MIT, the Boston Globe, the BSA and WCVB- 
TV and principally sponsored by State Street Bank 
and The Boston Foundation), which was very effec- 
tive at bringing the larger Boston community to a 
higher level of involvement and awareness of the 
issues surrounding the completion of the pivotal post- 
Big Dig downtown parcels. 


/ 
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The community conversations made no attempt to 
develop a unanimity of opinion nor to build a con- 
sensus of any kind, but sought to give participants an 
open opportunity to express their own hopes, visions, 
and concerns. The content of these conversations has 
been summarized and is available on the web at 
www.architects.org/shaping_communities. 


What was unique about the community conversations 
was the refreshing lack of political complexity. 
Everyone acknowledged the importance of a good 
owner/client, as well as the need to have an entity 
properly funded to keep the open spaces well-main- 
tained. These unresolved issues did not, however, 
interfere with the flow of creativity about what kinds 
of activities the spaces should encourage and support. 
There was a genuine sense of excitement and anticipa- 
tion as people let their imaginations loose, visualizing 
a new Boston at different times of the year, day and 
night. What became clear was that there are as many 
possibilities as there are people to imagine them; the 
hard task will be to reduce the list to a manageable 
number and to incorporate only the best in the final 


design. 


Despite the multitude and variety of ideas, there were 
some themes that are worth summarizing. Perhaps 
most surprisingly, there was a common interest in the 
accessibility of a number of commercial activities, 
including bookstalls, fruit stands, cafes, and artists’ 
exhibits. There was a clear recognition that the 
perimeter of the open spaces needs to be enlivened 
and that office building lobbies simply cannot per- 
form that function. Many people also wanted public 
restroom and convenience facilities to be available in 
another effort to make the spaces welcoming to fami- 
lies with younger children. 


Without defining a specific location, participants 
expressed their understanding that one or some of the 
spaces need to be particularly flexible, allowing for 
both quiet lounging as well as for large-crowd gather- 


ings. Even given the idea that this would suggest a 
large grassy area, perhaps usable for outdoor concerts 
or performances, generally the theme emerged that 
the design should be a collection of many different 
kinds of activities, strung together by well-conceived, 
fully integrated systems of walkways, bike paths, and 
sitting areas, The term "Pearl Bracelet" became the 
concept that corresponded to the "Emerald Necklace" 
it almost intersects. 


The community conversations were part of a 14-year- 
old discussion about the future of Boston and they 
were one more point in a process that is about to take 
us into the final design phase. They were an impor- 
tant point, however, because the results are inspired, 
unedited, and genuine. The BSA is proud of its role 
in organizing these community conversations and we 
plan to host future discussions about the proposed 
designs once they are publicly available.

Architect wins copyright case 


In late February, a Massachusetts jury awarded an 
architect over $1.5 million in damages in a significant 
lawsuit filed by the architect accusing a developer of 
copyright infringement, unfair and deceptive trade 
practices and related violations. 


The architect provided design services, including 
drawings, and the architect and the developer were 
working under the terms of a signed AIA B141 
Owner/Architect agreement. Before the work began, 
the developer’s bank failed and the project came to a 
halt. The architect was never paid, although the archi- 
tect proceeded to pay all of his consultants including 
another architecture firm. A few years later the project 
was resuscitated and the developer proceeded although 
no one ever asked the original architect for permission 
to use his drawings. 


The court and the jury addressed a variety of issues 
including the nature of “original work”, the copy- 
right symbol, copyright registration, the notion of 
“publication” as it relates to copyright protection, 
ownership and authorship and other copyright-relat- 
ed issues. One of the architect’s attorneys was BSA 
member Chuck Heuer Esq., FAIA, an architect and 
an attorney who serves our profession. Heuer has 
summarized the details of the case in his firm's 
newsletter.

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BSA members inspire Boston 
youth in unique program 


For the past several years, BSA members have served 
as citizen teachers in Boston's premier after-school 
apprenticeship program, Citizen Schools. As citizen 
teachers these BSA members, often teams of individu- 
als from local firms, have developed programs that 
turn 9-14 year-olds into designers and developers in 
projects that range from designing a studio apartment 
to redeveloping an abandoned MBTA building to 
exploring design solutions for the Big Dig legacy. 


Each Citizen Schools apprentice program ends in an 
event designed to create a “Wow!” for the students. In 
the case of the design projects, the students presented 
their work to the BRA, to developers and to commu- 
nity members. These design apprenticeships have been 
so successful that Citizen Schools is in the process of 
developing an ongoing series of apprenticeships titled 
"Designing Boston's Future" that will culminate in 
city-wide Wow! events. 


Why should your firm participate? Because as citizen 
teachers you learn as much as you teach, because it's 
team-building for your staff, because you care about 
the city’s future. ..and because it's fun. 


Lesia IInytzky, Derek Noble AIA, Matt Leavell, Sarah 
Lynch, Melanie Kiihn and Jay Lee, Assoc. AIA is the 
powerhouse contingent from Shepley Bulfinch 
Richardson and Abbott participating in the program. 
"As Citizen School teachers,” noted IInytzky, “we 
entered this program for many reasons from receiving 
IDP credits to gaining experience teaching architec- 
ture to just interacting with children. What we got 
out of it was much more: the student pride and 
excitement about architecture and how they could 
better their community through their designs made us 
want to work harder for them to feel proud of their 
accomplishments.” 


Meg Hazen, Robert Dickey, and Chris Bell of 
Spaulding & Slye Colliers worked with 11-13 year- 
olds to design the redevelopment of an abandoned 
MBTA building. "In addition to getting to know 
some pretty great kids,” Hazen said, “volunteer teach- 
ers have the opportunity to influence students’ educa- 
tional and career paths, introduce subjects that leave 
students wanting to know more and motivates them 
to pursue their new interests. But above all, as volun- 
teer teachers we came away amazed at what a child 
can do." 


Brandon Bird, a designer with Chan Krieger & 
Associates, worked with apprentices from the 
Dorchester Community Campus to design an ‘ideal’ 
living space. During this 10-week program, the chil- 
dren visited the Piano Guild in the South End and 
learned the history of the building and its conversion 
to artist live/work space. Bird engaged the children in 


discussions of a variety of design projects because, he 
said, "it helped the kids not only determine how to 
design their own ‘ideal’ living space, but how to pres- 
ent it to others". For the Wow!, the children and Bird 
created a casual review atmosphere in which visitors 
were presented with the work created by each appren- 
tice.
